Thurdl y, it tuſtificth the good deedes and wozkes of 
man, not onely in bʒynging foozth good fruites, but 
alſo in making the ſame wozkes to be good and acceps 
table in the ſight of God : which otherwiſe were im⸗ 
pure, and exccrable in his ſpght, © 

The office therefoze of Fapth and Wozkes, is dy⸗ 
uers, and mult not be confounded, Fapth fyzit goeth 
befoze, and regentratet a man to God, and tuſtikycth 
him in the fight of God, both in couering his ſinne, 
and in making his good deedes acceytab.e ta God, 
clyming vp to heauen, and there wiaſtling and pleas 
ding Chzites merites wich God, and his iudgement, 
fo: rightcouſncs, fo ſaluation, aud fo} cuerlaſling life. 
Moꝛtees and Charitic folow Fayth, and are cxertiſed 
here vpon earch, and glozicch oue ly be Lo e man, but not 
befoze God, in ſhcwing toozth obedience both ta God 
and man: Further then this, our good wozkes do not 
reech, noꝛ haue auy ching to doe in the udgement of 
God touching laluation.

| ter they repenting, that fo woꝛldly treaſure they had 
loſt heauen, foꝛ their ſakes againe, he changed the ſame 
into their fozmer ſubſtaunce, Alſo, how he rayſcd vp 
a Wydow, and a young man from death to lyfe.

yeeres, vntill the laft yeere of Nero, which was the. 14. 
yeere of his reigne : of whom he was crucified, his head 
being downe,and his feete vpward, him ſelfe io requi- 
ting, becauſe (ſayd he) he was vnwozthp to be crucified 
after the ſame fonne and mancr as the Lozd was, And 
it is further recoꝛded of him, That Symon Magus be⸗ 
ing then a great man with Nero, and his pꝛeſident and 
keeper of his lyfe, was required vpon a time to be pꝛe⸗ 
ſent at the rayſing vp of a certayne Noble young man 
in Rome of Neros kinred lately departed, whercas 
Peter alſo was deſired to come to the rcutuing of the 
ſaydPſrſonage : but when Magus in the pꝛeſence of 
Peter coulde not doe it, then Peter calling vpon the 
name ofthe Lozd Jeſus, did rayſe him vp, and reſtozed 
him to hismother : whereby the eſtimation of Symon 
Magus began greatly to decay, and to be detefted in 
Rome. ot long after, the ſayd Magus thicatned the 
Romans that he would leane the Citie, and in their 
| ſight flte away from them into heauen: So the day be | 
ing appoynted, Magus taking his Minges in the 
mount Capitolinus, began to fie into the ayze : but 
Petet by the power of the Lozd Jeſus, bꝛought him 
downe with his winges headlong to the ground: by 
the which fall his legges and toyntes were bzoken, and 
be thcrvpon dyed : Then Nero ſozrowiug fo} the | 
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of him, ſought matter againſt Ye texto put him to deathy: | 
which when the people perceiued, they intreated Veter 
that he would ſlie che Citie: Veter though their int- 
poztunitic, at length perſwaded, pzepared him ſelle 
auopdc : But comming to the gate, he law the Loy 
Chuft come to mecte him, to whom woꝛſhipping, ſayd: 
Lod, Ahycher doſt thou goe? To whom he anſwered, 
and ſayd, J come agapne co be crucificd : By this, 
Peter percctuing his ſuffering to be vnderſtanded, re⸗ 
turned backe into the Citie agaync, and ſo was he crit: 
cifted in iq mer as is b.foze declared. Moꝛcouer, it is 
recoded of V eteis wpfe, That Deter ſeeing his wife 
going to her martirdome, as he was yet hanging vpon 
the Croſſe, was greatly ioyous and glad thereof, who 
| erying to her with a loude voyce, and calling her by her 
| name, bade her remember the Lozd Jeſus.
